The reasons for ' this j>hefio^ 
mcnon formed the'thénie of Uhe 
second of Professor Arnold J. 
Toynbce'a Sir* Edward Dcatty 
Memorial Lectures on "Tlic Pres- 
ent Day Experiment InTWcstern 
Civilization." 

Toynbce began by explaining 
that all countries of the world 
want to be called "modern," a 
term which in his view is syno- 
nymous with "Wfislern", "Every 
individual," he said, "wants -tp 
lay claim to being democratic, 
scirntific, and modern." 

The reason for this, he went 
on, is that "for non-Weslerners, 
they are like talismans for ac- 
(luiring the power which enabled 
llic West to dominate the world." 

WESTERN WAY . 

Toynbce then itemized three 
facets of the Western way of life 
which "has made- it so attractive 
throughout the world. These 
are: Western science, ^yestem 
democracy, and the concept of 
social justice. 

The marriage of science and 
technology, in Toynbee's view, 
is the greatest single factor 
\Yhich has enabled tiie West to 
gain world supremacy. By con 
qucring the world bv means of 
supcrior:;teehnology,.ne went on, 
the West practically forced this 
other areas of the world to adopt 
Western science. 

To>T>bce pictured the conquer- 
ed peoples as saying to tliem 
selves: "Are we bound to be 
conquered or can we • save our- 
selves by learning to fight the 
West witli the West's own wea- 
pons?" As a direct result of this 
reasoning, Western science and 
technology became "attractive" 
to the' entire world. 

DEMOCRACY, 

The second element,' the sane 
tification of democracy, Toynbce 
claimed was due to "the prestige 
of the Western powers whose

The real, 
source of power has been the 
marriage of science with tech-', 
nology." 

TYRANNY EFFICIENT 

Toynbee claimed. that an olig-' 
archy is more'- efficient as a- 
means of government tlian is de- . 
mocracy, while an authoritarian 
regime is by far the most effi- 
cient of ail.

International House 



Stince the I.S.A. was fornied 
this year, and a general increase 
of interest. in the problems of 
foreign students at McGlIt has 
been noticed; the idea of an Inter- 
national House, has, once'- more 
come to the'surface.' A previous 
article by. the Campiit Depart- 
ment stressed the fact that any 
establishment or event of an in- 
ternational background would 
more than likely be frequented 
by foreign students exclusively, 
thereby serving to isolate them 
even more than they presently 
are. The International House 
Committee, this year incorpor* 
aled into the I.S.A., and under 
the cbalrmarislUp of Jack Novic- 
kl. has given this problem con- 
siderable thought 

It was decided ' that this Inter- 
national House be a new resi- 
dence It McGiil, with a compos- 
ition of half foreign and half 
Canadian students; There will 
also be adequate room for social 
acUvities. The fact tMit Canadian 



students do want to gel together 
with foreign students, but merely 
lack the opportunity was brought 
home by the I.SJk.-A-'S.U.S. co- 
sponsored New year!a.Eve dance, 
which was attended by a Union 
record' crowd of about six' hun- 
dred . students. The r.a 1 1 o of 
foreign to Canadian students was 
about fifty-fifty. 

The profits of tlie Flying Car- 
pet, an international revue of 
talent, go towards the establish- 
ment of a $10,000 starting sum 
for the International house. Once 
this sum has been raised, it will 
demonstrate to the public that 
there -is genuine , interest in the 
project, and contributions will be 
solicited to' finance the differ- 
ence. At present, anproximately 
$8,000 has been raised, and is 
being held in a special account 
by the Senate. It is hoped that 
this year the final goal can be 
realized, and -the Intccoational 
faiinuse can -become an immediate 
reality, instead of a future hope.

The reason ll>»t many power- 
ful nations have adopted demo- 
cmc)', he continued, is tliat 
'''Parliammtary fim>emiRent is a 
]io)itical extravagance but is also 
a hallmark of already achieved 
power." 

Toynbee next analVTcd IIil- 
reasons why the ntw countries 
hnvc adopted such a relatively 
larce amount of Western culture. 
Ordinarily llit.-;e nations would 
he expected to shear away from 
the powers that had, conquered 
them as soon as waciioésihle. 

'This ' view is • wide of • the 
mark."- Toynbee said. "They did 
not repiidiate the Western way 
of life — they embraced it." 
EXPLANATION 

The c.xplanntion of this is that 
the men in political power in 
these new nnlions .ire ;;cner.nlly 
Ihose who have fought tlic hard- 
est. In order lo win, Ihcy needed 
lo use not only Wct^ern physical 
weapons, but also Western ideol- 
of-'y. 

"The price of polilic.nl free- 
dom w.-is .'spiritual cnptivntiun. 
Involuntarily, Ihey became e.v 
ponenls of voluntary self-Wes- 
ternization." " 

In addition to these various 
ideals which havT been foisted 
on the new natioiULinvoluntarily, 
Toynbee went on, the West has 
also conlribnted something which 
the non-Wcstcm nations consider 
of intrinsic value: namely, the 
concept of social justice. He

For another, 
if there was any doubt in any of the. players' minds as to 
the calibre of play they will have to match, this has now 
been dispelled. Finally, the McGill athletics department 
can take an example from other universities as concerns 
exhibition games-for the teams and the importance of 
miaihtaining physical and menial condition during the 
holidays. 

IMPORTANCE OF TUNE-UPS 
The Senior Cagers encountered McJIaster and To- 
ronto over llie weekend. Both of these latter teams had 
•had an extensive exhibition schedule before the start of 
the season and over the holidays as well. We quote from 
a University of Toronto press release of December 5, 
19G0, "Coach John McMann's Blues have just returned 
from a three game trip to New York where although 
they dropped decisions to powerful N.Y.C. lona and St.
